million men off public relief rolls. 
The plan involves the creation of 
a civil works administration and 
the use of $400,000,000 of public 
works funds. 
Through these additional funds, 
the administration intends to in- 
crease the part time work, of men 
now on relief rolls so that they may 
be put on a self sustaining basis. 
It is intended that two million 
men shall be put on a self-sustain- 
ing basis by November 16 and that 
an additional two million men may 
be put on thus basis by Decem- 
ber 15. 
Harry Hopkins, the federal relief 
administrator, will direct the civil 
works administration^ 


30-Hour Week. 
The president has laid down the 
principle of a 30-hour week for the 
workers he intends to employ. 
Mr. Roosevelt believes that by 
this one stroke at least two-thirds 
of the families in the country now 
receiving relief will be removed at 
least in part from relief rolls. 
Approximately three million fam- 
ilies are now being cared for by 
public relief agencies, trader white 
house estimates. 
This is a reduction since April of 


1,500,000 families. The president has

To Settle Dry Issue 


In This State. 


Though the Eighteenth amend- 


ment to the federal constitution now 
stands repealed, except for conven- 
tion formalities still to be carried 
out in a few states that have voted 
to annul it, the situation with re- 
gpect to prohibition in Nebraska has. 
not been changed 


This state adopted the "bone dry" 


policy by vote of its people on an in- 
itiated proposition in November 1916 
forbidding the manufacture or sale 
of all "malt, spirituous, vinous, or 
other intoxicating liquor" into the 
state constitution. The only excep- 
tions are as to Jiquor used for "med- 
icinal, scientific, mechanical, or sac- 
ramental purposes " 
These provisions will be found in 
article 15, section 10, of the Nebras- 
ka constitution. They are fortified 
by laws which the legislature has 
enacted in 1917 and since, imposing 
detailed restrictions and penalties 
lor violation, all of which remain in 
effect. 
Beer Legalized. 


The last legislature, however. 
modified the prohibitory statutes to 
the extent of declaring 3 2 beer a 
non-intoxicating beverage and auth- 
orizing its manufacture and sale 
•within the state. As to whiskey, 
•wines, and other alcoholic liquors, 
the bars are still up 
National prohibition, which be- 
came effective in 1920, merely sup- 
plemented the independent action 
which Nebraska had taken nearly 
three years before. Its repeal means 
only that federal co-operation 
in 
prosecuting violators will be with- 
drawn. Vote Next November. 


In the November election of 1934 
the question of repealing constitu- 
tional prohibition in Nebraska will 
be voted upon by the people of the 
state, in accordance with an act of 
the last legislature submitting it for 
their decision. 
Should this proposition carry, the 
state laws against manufacture and 
sale of liquor would still remain; 
but in all probability the next state 
legislature would accept the result 
on the constitutional provision as a 
mandate from the people and would 
revise these laws to permit the sale, 
transportation, and use of alcoholic 
liquors generally, under specified re- 
strictions, license rules and taxes. 
Nebraska will vote "ex post facto" 
on repeal of national probition at 
the election a year hence. Whether 
the state goes for or against it will 
make no difference, as the question 
has been definitely settled in favor 
of repeal by the results of Tuesday's 
voting in six states 
The proposition will be submitted 
here at the regular election in 1934, 
on a special non-political ballot con- 
taining the names of candidates for 
a constitutional convention pledged 
respectively to the "wet" and "dry" 
sides. The delegates so chosen will 
meet in December following and 
act on ratification of the amend- 
ment for repeal.

COLUMBUS GETS 
SUM FOR SEWER 


Allowed $75,000, While 


O'Neill To Have $1,500 


For Water. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 


The public works 
administration 


today allotted $6,933,253 for 51 non- 
federal projects which officials said 
would provide 38,433 man months 
of quick direct employment. 


The allotments Included a loan 


and grant of $1,648,758 to the state 
of Montana for highway work. This 
was the largest one announced. Of- 
ficials estimated that 1,700 men 
would be given employment for at 
least six months through it. 
Some of the allocations were on 


the basis of a direct grant of 30 
per cent of the cost of labor and 
materials, with the remainder a 
loan to be repaid with interest at 
four per cent. Others were grants 
rpresenting 30 per cent of th cost of 
labor and materials, with the re- 
mainder to be raised locally. A few 
were loans, all of which are to be 
repaid. 
The allotments included: 
Nebraska: Columbus, loan 
and 


grant, 
sewage, 
$75,000; 
O'Neill, 


grant, water, $1,500. 
Columbus, Neb , received a loan 


and grant of $75,000 for extension 
of existing sewage system Thirty 
per cent of the cost of labor and 
material, 
totaling approximately 


$55,000 was a grant. The balance 
was a loan secured by four per cent 
revenue bonds .Work can start im- 
mediately and public works officials 
estimated 100 men would be em- 
ployed three months.

DEFEAT REPEAL 


Two Southern States are 


First to Break Wet 
Referendum March. 


CHARLOTTE.. N. C.. Nov. 8—W 
—North Carolina one of the first 
states to adopt prohibition, stood to- 
day as one of the first states of the 
union to have definitely recorded 
its opposition to repeal of 
the 
Eighteenth amendment. 
By a vote of approximately two 
and a haf to one, the old nortn 
state voters yesterday refused to 
sanction the calling of a convention 
to act upon the proposed Twenty- 
first, or repeal, amendment, and 
thus brought to an end the pre- 
viously uninterrupted march of 33 
states to the anti-prohibition band 
wagon 
Unofficial returns from 1..436 pre- 
cincts of 1,831 gave 108,224 votes for 
repeal and 251,303 against. Every 
countv was represented in tne tabu- 
lation, with 36 of the 100 complete. 
The prohibition sentiment mani- 
fested itself in every section. Repeal 
speakers had predicted the eastern 
counties would vote heavily against 
federal prohibition, but the returns 
proved them poor prophets. In the 
western counties, where the republi- 
can vote is normally strong, the ma- 
jorities against repeal were over- 
w&elming. 


South Carolina Dry.

With 852 of the state's 1,220 pre-

accounted for, 31,470 votes

ment for repeal in Charleston, the 
drys could have piled up a Heavy 
majority. In Charleston county tne 
complete vote was 8,385 for repeal 
and 380 against.

$1.10 Known as Basic Rate. 


The $1.10 figure is known as tne 
basic rate. It was doubled and 
tripled during the war, but only 
temporarily. 


In 1920 the 
$6.40 rate was im- 
posed on liquor illegally diverted 
for use as beverages. 
Alter repeal no question of di- 
version will be involved and there- 
fore the higher figure cannot be 
continued. It is understood that in 
estimating

$250,000,000 govern- 
mental income from liquor .taxes, 
Lewis W. Douglas, budget director, 
was using the $6.40 rate. 
In addition to

distilled spirits, there is a $6 levy 
on champagne and sparkling wines 
and a duty of $1.25 a gallon on 
still wines.

YELLOWSTONE PARK. Wyo.—

250 Million in Ten Years. 


The Capone syndicate flourished 
for ten prosperous years. Govern- 
ment officials said in 1931 that the 
syndicate's earnings were $250,000,- 
000 in that flush period from 1921 
to 1931. 
This rich monopoly will be par- 
celled out to legitimate hands. The 
state liquor 
commission believes 
regulations it has drawn will per- 
mit approved dispensers to under- 
sell the syndicate. And, with prof- 
its eliminated, they point out, the 
organization 
can 
only close its 
books. 


Capone built his crime empire in 
the era of prohibition and pros- 
perity. He had just become estab- 
lished here as a body-guard for Jim 
Colosimo, 
underworld diet ator, 
when hoodlums began to perceive 
the profits in bootlegging and the 
business 
cycle began to swing 
through its 1921 low. Someone slew 
Colosimo. John Torrio succeeded 
him. Then someone shot 
Torrio 
and he fled the town. That left 
the newly-formed syndicate in the 
hands of the most formidable man 
in town. Al Capone. 


Business-like System. 


G'rppne put the organization on 
a business basis. 
His salesmen, 
sleek fellows in tight collars, tail- 
ored clothes and snap-brimmed 
hats, canvassed the town's speak- 
easies. 
Innkeepers began to use Capone 
goods exclusively. When some pros- 
pective patron insisted on sticking 
to his rugged individualism, 
an- 
other and grimmer squad took 
charge. About the latter was writ- 
ten—"The body was tossed 
Into 
the road and the black sedan sped 


The most ghastly of all mob 
crimes took place on a 
peaceful 
winter morning — St. Valentine's 
day, 
1929—in a sun-brightened ga- 
rage on North Clark street. Seven 
men were lined against a wall and 
shot to death. The men were those 
of "Bugs" Moran, last of the major 
gr-ttg leaders to attempt competi- 
tion with the syndicate. 
But soon a group of alert men 
came to the city, one of them Elli- 
ott Ness, a youth fresh from the 
University of Chicago campus, and 
all of them federal agents. They 
| worked with quiet efficiency. The 
' result of their labors was an indict- 
ment charging Capone with income 
tax evasion.

Recalls Findings ol 
Wickersham Group 


Famous Split Report Is 


Early Landmark on 


Repeal Scene.

The famous split 
report 
of the 


Wickersham Commission upon the 
decision of which the nation once 
held its breath, probably will be 
considered 
by prohibition's his- 
torians as one of the early heralds 
of repeal. 


The document, conceived during 


18 months of warm argument and 
disagreement, has taken on fresh 
interest generally as the super- 
seding of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment stirs the dust of nearly three 
years upon its cover. 


Although declaring against re- 
peal in its joint conclusion, the re- 
port in January, 1931, neverthe. 
less set forth the individual opin- 
ions of a majority of its members 
—six of eleven— in favor of an im- 
mediate change of some sort. 


Two For Repeal 


Two members held repeal to be 
the only answer. Pour suggestec 
immediate revision of the amend- 
ment. Four more said the basic 
law should be altered if condi- 
tions failed to improve after fur- 
ther trial. 


George W. Wickersham, the com- 


mission's chairman, declared 
he 


was "not convinced that the pres- 
ent system may not be the best 
obainable." At the 
same time. 


however, he suggested an amend- 
ment be placed before the people 
"simply repealing the Eighteenth 
Amendment." 


Give Opinions. 


Although there was uniformity 


among the 11 commission members 
against the return of the saloon 
many other 
differences 
existed 
The individual 
opinions 
of the 


other members, aside from Wicker- 
sham, were in effect: 


Henry W. Anderson— Th« Eighteenth 
Amendment and prohibition set "will not 
be observed and cannot be enforced " A 
new system suggested.

LaGuardia, officially listed as re- 
publican, prefers to be called a pro- 
gressive. He went along with the re-

late "Fighting Bob" LaFollette. 
Reporters 
consider him 
"good 
copy." In Washington he could be 
counted upon to enliven a dull day 
in congress and most often 
took 
prohibition for his theme, flaying 
the "drys" •unmercifully. 
He is short and stout, but moves 
lightly. In speech making he raisas 
both arms, fists clenched, above his 
head, bringing them down in 
a 


hammer-like blow as he voices his 
climax. 


LaGuardia was an aviatior on the 
Italian front in the World war.

UNEVEN BURDEN 
MEDICAL COSTS 


SHOWNJN CITY 


County Medical Society 


Approves Report On 


Situation Here. 


The Lancaster County Medical so- 


ciety accepted the report of the 
committe on economics as presen- 
ed at the executive session of the 
society Tuesday evening, when many 
startling details concerning medicaJ 
conditions in the county were re- 
vealed. 
The survey shows, among other 


things, that. 
U) The costs of illness fall un- 


evenly on the various families in the 
population at large, 
(2) That many people cannot af- 


ford to pay for adequate medical 
care—some cannot pay at all some 
only In part, 
(3) That physicians are unevenly 
compensated, many receiving very 
little pay, a few showing large earn- 
ings, and the average probably re- 
ceiving about adequate pay. 
Clinic Business Small. 


The report indicated that only a 
small portion of the population is 
cared for at free clinics, and that 
a fair share of the medical dollai 
goes to the physician. The income 
of the general practitioner in Lin- 
coln is relatively larger and of the 
specialist relatively smaller than in 
the country as a whole. 
The report shows an average de- 
crease in physicians' income of 
about $3,300 between 1929 and 1932. 
In 1929, the average gross income 
of those who answered the query 
was $10,773 and the net income $7,- 
599 In 
1932, approximated 
the 


same practitioners showed average 
gross income of $7,097 and net in- 
come of $4,266. Attention is given 
to the high cost of equipment out- 
lay by Lincoln physicians, especial- 
ly m cases of X-ray machines most 
of which are used by their owners 
on an average of less than an hour 
per day. 
The survey was made in 
six 
parts, including the questioning of 
local physicians; sending a lay ques- 
tionaire to people of different so- 
cial grades of Lincoln: surveying the 
public agencies operating in Lincoln 
and Lancaster county questioning 
the hospitals and nursing schools; 
surveying miscellaneous groups of- 
fering services to the sick in one 
way or another; and questioning 
dental practioners of the commu- 
nity.Service Adequate, Pay little. 
The report disclosed the fact that 
Lincoln families with an income of 
•under $1.900 are receiving lairly ad- 
equate care for acute illness, but less 
preventive care than the higher sal- 
aried groups 
About 25 per cent of 
this service has been paid for, the 
rest representing unpaid bills, free 
service and service for which no 
charge was made. 
In discussing the large number of 
families with incomes under $1,900 
who can pay only in part for med- 
ical service, the committee recom- 
mends that the cost be divided be- 
tween the doctors and public agen- 
cies, wich preventive work largely 
falling on the latter. The commit- 
tee also urged that governmental 
agencies be confined to the care of 
the indigent and such patients as 
can only be treated m government 
hospitals and veterans with service- 
connected disabilities. 
The committee also advises the 
carrying out of the recommenda- 
tions for co-ordination of city and 
county health work made by the 
United States public health service 
after a recent survey here. 
The report states that there 
sesms to be no great demand for 
medical insurance, and advises phy- 
sicians to report to the society be- 
fore entering into any such plan. 
The report recommends that if a 
need for medical insurance arises 
In Lincoln that the society itself 
should handle the program. 
Lincoln Average Higher. 
Lincoln physicians are receiving 
xnore of the medical dollar than 
are the average physicians else-

where, the difference being be- 
tween 46 per cent for Lincoln prac- 
titioners and 35 per cent for doctors 
in other cities. 
Lincoln is up to the naiional 
average in hospital facilities, and 
the hospitals are better patronized 
than the average institutions ol 
that character in the United States. 
In the past year, 2,047 of the 7,113 
patients received by the three hos- 
pitals reporting, were chanty pa- 
tients. The report further discloses 
that the three hospitals have made 
a cash contribution of $127,48716 
toward the relief of the sick in- 
digent of the county as compared 
with figures of $5,13232 by the 
county and $7,866 80 by the city for 
hospitahzation of the poor during 
the same period. 
The nursing situation is unusual 
for a city of this size, the report 
indicated Of the 135 nurses in the 
official registry in Lincoln, only 48 
of them have work once a vear, 
when an average of 4 calls a month 
are received. In Omaha, with 200 
nurses on the list, an average of 15 
calls a day are reported. 
Comparing the Incomes of the 
Lincoln nurses of this year and 1929 
reveals further surprise informa- 
tion. The minimum income reported 
for last year was $84, as compared 
with $524 four years ago. The aver- 
ages varied from $395 to $1,214 in 
the same penod. 
One section of the survey ana- 
lyzes and offers constructive crit- 
icism of the health and medical 
work of the following agencies: City 
health department, county physi- 
cian, school health 
department, 
state health laboratories. University 
of Nebraska, Red Cross, Junior 
league baby clinics, tuberculosis as- 
sociation. Social Welfare society, 
Y. M C. A, Y. W. C. A., and t^e 
county medical society.

British Distillers Split On Issue 


Of Robbing Their Stocks For U. S. 


LONDON, Nov. 8—<jP)—The march 


of the United States towards prohi- 
bition repeal has divided British li- 
quor interests into two camps. 


A "quick clean-up" crowd has 
combed the British isles in an effort 
to be able to deliver huge quantities 
of Scotch into the states. 
Old-line distillers, as a wfcole, are 
refusing to denude their stycks for 
American benefit, though one old 
veteran admitted it took courage to 
turn down flattering offers 
from 


American representatives. 
They base their caution on two 
principles—that the American de- 
mand will be a "flash in the pan," 
fading when American 
distilleries 
some years hence will be able to 
supply aged spirits, and that the 
British have their own permanent 
markets to maintain. 
The refusal of the old line men 
to part with their stocks has led to 


an increase in the price of "outside" 
whisky, which is given by the old- 
liners as an additional reason for 
their caution because, they say, ,n 
order to make a profit after Amer- 
ican duties are added, many of the 
"market crashers" will be forced to 
"cut" their whisky. 


Scotch Main Interest. 
Almost the whole interest in sup- 
plying America with spirits centers 
on scotch whisky. In 1916, Britain 
supplied 
America with 
1,357,195 


proof gallons. 
British 
distilleries, 
which numbered 164 in 1920, dwin- 
dled to 82 in 1931. 
Some port and sherry have been 
ordered for future 
delivery 
by 


American interests and there is at 
least one large brewing company 
which has come to an arrangement 
whereby beer and ale are to be man- 
ufactured under its label in Amer- 
ica and marketed in bottles and un- 
der labels shipped from here.

1, ran not through the ranks of me 
liquor men and front pages of most 
of the world. Izzy who never car- 
ried a revolver, arrested more pro- 
hibition violators and sut up more 
speakeasies and liquor "drops" than 
a dozen other agents together. 


In the midst of bribery, hijack- 


ing, shooting, and the then newly- 
invented "nde," Izzy would whisper 
m his victim's ear and take him to 
headquarters in a taxicab. 


Good On Disguises. 


Izzy was ingenious. While others 


smashed down doors and arrested 
violators at pistol point. Izzy dressed 
as a Polish laborer or a streetcar 
conductor and got his evidence that 
way. 
Some of his disguises made 


him a fiddler, grave digger, Ger- 
man immigrant, farmer, fisherman, 
iceman, 
whitewing, and once he 


even became an opera 
singer to 


successfully "pull" luxurious Chi- 
cago speakeasies where other had 
failed. 
Izzy had a new disguise for every 


day in the year. Once he recruited 
10 fellow agents, dressed the group 
in football uniiorms, and smeared 
their faces with mud. Then tne 
"team" whooped into a speakeasy 
near one of New York's parks that 
featured football fields. 


"Season's Over." 


"Season's over, we can drink," 
shouted Izzy. The drinks came, 
whereupon anothe bartender heard 
"the latest story." 
Another time he paraded a col- 
lege campus in plus fours and a 
football sweater 
Bootlegging on 


the campus ceased 
He worked in Mobile, Ala, 
un- 
loading bananas from ships pntil ne 
dried up the liquor supply along 
the waterfront. 


Dressed as a whitewing. he raided 
71 New York speakeasies one Sun- 
day just to show churchgoers He 
•was on the job.

Repeal Of Dry 


Laws Ratified 


In Record Time 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 — G5>> — 


The repeal amendment was ratified 
by the necessary number of states 
more quickly than any constitu- 
tional change since the early days 
of the republic, when fewer rati- 
fications were required. 


Submitted to the states by con- 


gressional 
action February 20 of 


this year, it took slightly more than 
eight months for approval by 36 
states, although it was the first to 
require the more elaborate conven- 
tion method of ratification 
The only time this speed was pre- 
viously approached was in ratifi- 
cation of the Twelfth amendment, 
providing means for choosing 
a 


president and vice president, which 
required only nine months and 13 
days. That amendment was sub- 
mitted December 12, 1803, and rati- 
fied September 25, 1804 
The slavery amendment was 
ratified in a little more than 10 
months and about the same time 
was required for the last, the "lame 
duck" amendment, which was rati- 
fied by the thirty-sixth state Jan- 
uary 23 of this year. 
The Eighteenth 
amendment re- 
quired almost 13 months for ap- 
proval by the states, while some of 
the constitutional 
changes have 
taken several years, nojably the 
Eleventh relating to judicial pow- 
ers, and the Sixteenth, providing 
for the income tax. These each 
required about four years.

For Armistice Day 


Bryan 
Calls For Brief P e r i o d 
Of Silence In Memory 


Of War Dead. 


Governor Bryan has issued a 
proclamation calling for observance 
of Armistice day Saturday as a legal 
holiday with a two-minute silence 
period at 11 a. m. 
"Let us not fail to honor on this 
Armistice day," the 
proclamation 
said, "those living and dead who 
served their country so heroically 
in the World war. And let us not 
forget thier hope, their confidence 
that the glorious victones they won 
would bring to the whole world 
lasting peace." 
"On November 11, we reach the 
fifteenth anniversary of the Armis- 
tice which ended the killing and 
maiming of millions of human be- 
ings by one another by shells, 
bombs, bayonets, and poison gas in 
what was accurately named the 
World war. The results of the de- 
struction of lives and 
property, 
homes and industry, governments 
and nations during the long years 
of the war era seem unending. We 
selected our best and offered them 
in the 'war to end war' as we hope- 
fully called it. When the Armistice 
came, and as we began to try to 
count the cost of the supreme effort 
we had made, we believed we had 
made it possible to build a new 
world of justice and peace among 
men and nations. 
"We are now beginning to doubt 
that the faith of that first Armis- 
tice day was justified. Armaments 
are again growing rapidly and 
statesmen are talking about defen- 
sive measures needed by their coun- 
tries. Memories of the trenches, tne 
sinking ships, the nights and days 
of terror on land and sea have 
faded. 
"Diplomatic entanglements again 
take the courses that mean barbed 
wire entanglements eventually. Cer- 
tainly the lessons of 1914-'18 need 
not be repeated so soon."

LAGUARDIA'S TRIUMPH— 


A ROMANCE. 


SHORT, stocky, dark skinned man, both fists 
flying, dark eyes flashing, stormed the citadel 


cf the Tammany Wigwam and in a tempestuous, hec- 
tic campaign reached the goal denied him fourteen 
years ago. He won the contest for the mayorship of 
New York City in as spirited a battle as staid old 
Gotham has experienced in many autumnal moons. 


The conquest of FioreUo LaGuardia is not the story 


bf the poor immigrant boy, wno came to America 
.from Europe, to attain distinction. He was bom in 
New York City in 1882, of humble parentage, but in 
moderate, comfortable circumstances in life. He was 
educated in the public schools of Prescott, Ariz., and 
he obtained his law degree from New York university 
with scholastic honors in 1910. In 1917, he was sent 
to congress by his district, only to resign during his 
term, to Join the American flying forces in the World 
war, on the Italian front, where he commanded a 
bombing squadron. 


All of his life, LaGuavdia has 
courted and at- 


tained the reputation of a fighter, rebellious against 
conservatism, impatient with tradition 
and out- 


spoken in his antagonism to party organization. His 
Jirst shot at the mayoralty chair in 1919, upon his 
return from the battle fields of Italy, was as a re- 
publican, and with its customary efficiency and dis- 
patch, Tammany gave him a thorough rollicking roll- 
ing. In the contest which closed Tuesday, LaGuar- 
dia was no more militant, no more aggressive, no 
more scathing in his criticism and denunciation of 
the Tammany Tiger than he was back in 1919, but 
fourteen years ago the pockets of the people were 
filled with money, happy days were the rule in Goth- 
Em, and it was tough 
sledding for any one who 


dared to pose as a prophet and to launch barbed 
Bhafts at the existing order. 


It is Tammany's first reverse since 1917. In the 


meantime, as is the custom of all flesh, it had grown 
fat and sleek, and careless and indifferent. Its crown- 
Ing mistake came in forcing a playboy mayor upon 
the people of New York, a man good to look upon, 
' fastidiously dressed, with ready smile and cheery 
jest, a regular fellow as a companion, but notoriously 
unfitted to assume the responsibility of governing the 
largest city in the United State and second to none 
in the world. LaGuardia/s triumph should not be in- 
terpreted as a vote of confidence in him, or in the 
fusion organization which backed his campaign. It 
was a rebellion against the Tiger, bred of reckless ex- 
penditures of public funds, of distress and misery due 
to unemployment, and of general dissatisfaction with 
the things which have been and are.

AGUARDIA'S victory will not solve New York's 


problem. It represents a conglomeration of con- 


flicting groups, without unity of purpose or common 
objective and within a short time, they will be fight- 
ing among themselves. Aside from its political 
phases, the principal one of which is patronage, re- 
sulting in foolish and unforgivable squandering of 
public funds, Tammany has given New York excel- 
lent government. It has handled truly gigantic prob- 
lems of health and sanitation, and of fire and police 
protection excellently. Perhaps it should be said that 
It spent sufficient funds to achieve that result, and 
that with a lavish policy of spending. It was not dif- 
ficult to do so. But the fact remains that New York 
City had a magnificent police force; that it has been 
flogged and cursed with less of the gang element and 
with less lawlessness of a violent character than oth- 
er great American cities. It has had a major traf- 
fic problem handled more efficiently than any city hi 
the United States. It has had a splendid corps of 
fire fighters and its attention to health and to sani- 
tation might well serve tts a model for any great me- 
tropolitan community. 


Even the devil should be given his due. and in the 


universal criticism of an ancient political institution 
which came 
to be recognized with 
abhorrence 


throughout all of this region, there should be a dis- 
position to examine the facts to determine what its 
faults really are and what its services have been, if 


It was indicative of his warm and sensitive heart to 
feel these things keenly, and perhaps it Is prophetic 
of what will happen to the fiery crusader when he 
assumes the reins of government In Gotham.

It will be conceded by all that higher prices for 


farm commodities are needed urgently, and it should 
be recognized .that such a realization is the fervent 
hope and goal of the president. The processes of re- 
covery are slow and they are painfully so, but the 
figures indicate beyond question that real progress Is 
being made. They are reproduced because in many 
sections of the corn belt agitation is under way which 
may interfere seriously with recovery. , 


There should be the realization that a frightfully 


sick country cannot recover completely in a month 
or even a year, and that if it could, the rapidity ol 
the advance might be the 
most unfortunate thing 


which could happen, as would be the case if the in- 
creases could not be sustained permanently. 


Tammany's era is the sin of "boss" rule in a 


democracy, wholly and completely repugnant to dem- 
ocratic ideal of government. It has capitalized up- 
on ignorance to perpetuate itself In office, and it has 
spent money, tax money, recklessly and wastefully to 
build up a smooth functioning, efficient, and grim 
machine. There should be no tears shed over its 
downfall. The requirements of efficient municipal 
Corenunent demand that it be smashed, unless it 
can be chastened in spirit, and made responsive to 
the ideals of America. Its methods have not fitted in 
with that conception. The service it performed for 
New York City was only incidental to its retention 
of power. It was a closed corporation, shut off from 
any current of enlightened thought, resisting dog- 
gedly reform and innovation, conscious of great pow- 
er and arrogant toward any who might see fit to 
challenge it. 


• • • 
OT there is a romantic flavor to LaGuardia's ca- 
reer, which satisfies the American idea of draw- 


ing upon those who start life somewhat humbly to 
discharge the heaviest obligation of directing gov- 
ernmental affairs. That is the Job cut out for the 
tnayor of New York, more populous than most of the 
states of the union, spending lax funds greater by 
many times than the budgets required for state gov- 
ernments, and dealing with problems of law en- 
forcement and of ttjelr policing responsibilities, such 
*s protection of health and property, complicated in- 
finitely by the congested cosmopolitan elements of 
population. 


LaGuardia entered congress a bumptious, cocksure,

REPEAL OF THE EIGHTEENTH AMENDMENT- 
r 


WAS a foregone conclusion weeks ago that re- 
peal of the Eighteenth 
amendment would be 


ratified by the requisite number of thirty-six states 
with the elections of Tuesday. 
Previously, thirty- 


three states had voted for repeal, so that similar ac- 
tion on the part of three of any of the six states 
voting Tuesday meant the end of the struggle over 
that highly controversial prohibitory clause in the 
constitution. 


It in itself is unique to American history, for re- 


peal of the Eighteenth amendment furnishes the first 
instance of a change in the organic law embodied in 
the constitution. Never heretofore has any part of it 
been repealed. The eleventh amendment to the con- 
stitution was adopted as interpretative 
of previous 


substance matter, while the 
twelfth 
amendment 


changed the method of electing the vice president, 
but should not be construed as rejecting any pre- 
vious principle contained in the constitution. 


Probably no factor entered more thoroughly into 


the action of repeal than lawlessness of organized 
gangs in the great cities, which, combined bootleg- 
ging with their varied activities. Second to that was 
the depression itself, for frequently throughout the 
period cf prosperity the claim had been made that 
prohibition contributed materially to higher living 
standards. The events which followed, in no way re- 
lated to the issue, 
nevertheless because of prior 


claims, were associated with it. 


Repeal signalizes a new responsibility of 
control. 


Those states which legalized the sale of liquor imme- 
diately will set about to enact legislation governing it. 
In the light of the experience of abuses occurring 
under old conditions, there should be the most de- 
termined effort to prevent then* return. 


BRITAIN PRESERVES HER PRIDE. 
ANNOUNCEMENT from London that the British 


government on December 15 would pay $7,500,- 


000 on her debt installment due the United States on 
that date as "a token" of good faith furnishes a re- 
minder that John Bull finds repudiation difficult. 


It would set much better with the American peo- 


ple if the British had not loaned substantial sums of 
money to France, and if they were not spending im- 
mense sums toward armament while neglecting to 
pay a nation they owe. But the British cannot salve 
their conscience completely by a flat refusal to pay 
anything. The "token" is an Invitation to negotia- 
tion through which the British hope to receive more 
favorable terms. 


Conditional to a discussion of debts, however, the 


president specifically has demanded that debtor na- 
tions shall wipe out previous defaults as an evidence 
of good faith that any new arrangement entered into 
should not be looked upon as a second opportunity 
for further chiseling. It Is a sound and a sane view, 
for before any nation should ask for a modification 
of debts, it should furnish 
indisputable evidence 


that it recognizes that obligation as a solemn one. 
Otherwise, there is no foundation upon which nego- 
tiations can be conducted.

CANADIAN DOLLAR BACK TO PAR. 


"HILE financial circles in the United States 
have been closely watching foreign 
exchange 


fluctuations in the British pound and the French 
franc to measure the effect of our recently inaugu- 
rated gold buying policy, the steady creeping up of 
the Canadian dollar In day-by-day quotations was 
largely unnoticed until last Monday, when it reached 
its old par value of 100 cents in our money, for the 
first time in over two years. 


It matters a good deal more to the American peo- 


ple, however, to have Canadian currency back on a 
normal relationship with our own than to force a 
theoretical cheapening of our money on the London 
and Paris markets. Our greatest foreign trade is 
with the dominion, and when its money is on even 
terms with ours the 
exchange of goods 
between 


Canadians and ourselves is made easier. 


In December, 1931. two months after Great Britain 


went off the gold standard, Canada's dollar slumped 
to a value of only 76 cents as compared with our own. 
It varied between that figure and about 85 cents un- 
til the United States abandoned the gold basis last 
spring, and since then has been on the upward 
grade. 


While the dominion dollar was considerably below 


par, as expressed in American currency, it operated 
as a handicap against manufacturers and other con- 
cerns in this country who do business in Canada. 
Their costs were incurred in money of the higher 
value, but they had to sell their goods across the bor- 
der for depreciated dollars. Canadian firms were 
correspondingly helped in their home market, and 
even had an advantage on merchandise which they 
shipped into the United States and sold here. 


That disparity is now wiped out by the evening up 


of exchange value between the two dollars. Ameri- 
can sellers In Canada are more on fairly equal terms 
with their northern competitors. While tariff bar- 
riers still exist against commodities imported from 
the United States, the same as they do against Ca- 
nadian goods brought into this country, our business 
firms are relieved of what was the equivalent of a 
second tariff obstacle which heretofore confronted 
them at the border. 


Our trade with Mexico is likewise on a normal 


basis, the silver peso of that country having been on a 
steady basis with respeci to our currency. We can 
exchange our products for hers, subject to tariff 
duties.and special taxes there and here, wllh defi- 
nite knowledge of what the results will be after the 
transactions are completed. 


European governments, on the other hand, are 


constantly shifting their rules, quotas, and restric- 
tions governing imports, so that Americans do not 
know from one week to another what adverse con- 
ditions they will have to overcome. Money exchange 
values are only one of a number of elements con- 
trolling our trade with the trans-Atlantic nations. 


The more business we do with Canada. Mexico. 


and other nations of the western world, the better 
posltkm we win be an to twirl our thumbs at Europe. 
ErenrualTy. the countries over there may be forced to 
come to us with 
overtures for commercial 
peace 


which they have currenUy rejected. The prospective 
treaty witb Russia may hasten such action on their 
jwrt.

In Its serious form the 
disease 
produces ulceration in the intestine 
and may even invade the liver. 
Early treatment is, therefore, im- 
perative. 


Of recent years new methods In 
treatment have been 
introduced 
which have greatly improved the 
outlook. Formerly the disease was 
treated largely with ipecac, and the 
alkaloid of Ipecac known as "eme- 
tine." Lately, however, several new 
drugs have been used which have 
been found to be extremely toxic to 
the amoeba. Among them perhaps 
the best is Viofonn. It is a com- 
bination of three drugs, all of which 
have been found partially toxic to 
the amoebs^-iodine. chlorine and 
quinine. Curiously enough, it was 
formerly used as a surgical dusting 
powder for its antiseptic action. It 
seems to be much more potent hi 
killing off the amoeba than the 
older drugs, and it is to be hoped 
that its use will be tried by every 
physician who comes into contact 
with these cases. 
For patients with the disease it 
should be remembered that it is ex- 
tremelv likely to recur after appar- 
ent cure, and that whether or not 
symptoms are present, re-examina- 
tion should be made at least every 
three months for one or two years.

Stoke Compares Europe, 
U. S. Economic Status 
Europeans In Business to Make a 


Living:, P. B. K. Members 


Are Told. 


Dr. Harold W. Stoke, assistant 


professor of political science at the 
University 01 Nebraska, addressed 
nearly 150 members of Phi Beta 
Kappa at the first dfnner meeting 
of the group this year, at the Uni- 
versity club Tuesday evening. 


Discussing reflections on the eco- 


nomic conditions as he found them 
in Europe on a recent visit, Dr. 
Stoke pointed out evident economic 
differences in the makeup of the 
European 
and 
the 
American. 


"Europeans are in business to make 
a living." he said, "and Americans- 
are usually in business to make 
money." 


"American economy deals with 


spending, and European economy 
with saving." he added. "There is a 
great difference in the conception 
of home life in America and in the 


old country." he went on to say, 
"for 
here it is very rare for the 


business ajid residence to occupy 
the same premises. This Is the com- 


j monest thing abroad." 


The sense of property differs in 


the two places, too, according to 
Dr. Stoke. In America, property is 
usually considered as a means of 
making money, while in Europe, 
property is considered security in 
itself.

NEW YORK, NOV. 8—(IP)— 


Bond prices moved aimlessly today under 


moderate trading. There were no develop- 
ments over the election holiday to remove

market the available supply of 400,- 
000 pounds sterling being taken at 
131 shillings 10 pence for a United 
States equivalent of $32.36 an ounce, 
calculated on the basis of sterling 
at $4.91 to the pound. 
Later foreign exchange transac- 


tions saw the dollar slipping farther 
to $454 to the pound on the London 
market, the lowest level reached by 
it since 1914. 
London financial circles ascribed 
the new weakness to the uncertain- 
ty of the American monetary pro- 
gram, and to reports that this coun- 
try was engaged busily in buying 
world gold.

crop loans for corn, Anderson said 
he felt personally the farmer was 
getting manv advantages. 


"As t understand

in farm warehouses. That means it 
practically guaranties a farmer the 
equivalent of 50 cents al bushe 
minus transportation and handling 
charges " 
For Nebraska as a whole, he esti- 
mates, that would mean a minimum 
price of about 37 cents a bushel on 
the farm.
